4.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  petition  the  State 
Tax  Commission  to  have  an  audit  made  by  the  Division 
of  Municipal  Accounting,  of  the  town  accounts.  (Recom- 
mended by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  fund  for  the  purpose  of  repairs  to  and  replace- 
ment of  town  buildings  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  five  hundred  ($500.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

6.  To  see  if  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  fund  for  highway  construction  and  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred  and  fifty  ($250.00) 
dollars  for  this  purpose.  (Recommended  by  the  Budget 
Committee.) 

7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  establish  a  Capital 
Reserve  fund  for  the  purchase  of  Fire  Department  equip- 
ment and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum  of  two  hundred 
and  fifty  ($250.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose.  (Recom- 
mended by  Budget  Committee). 


8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  increase  the  already 
established  Capital  Reserve  fund  for  the  replacement  of 
Highway  Equipment,  and  raise  and  appropriate  the  sum 
of  one  thousand  ($1,000.00)  dollars  for  this  purpose. 
(Recommended  by  the  Budget  Committee.) 

9.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  place  all  income 
received  from  the  sale  of  cemetery  lots  in  a  trust  fund  for 
the  general  care  of  cemeteries,  the  interest  from  this  fund 
to  be  used  annually  for  this  purpose  as  the  trustees  of 
trust  funds  shall  direct.

(Recommended  by  the 
Budget  Committee.) 

12.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  amend  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Bow  by  adopting  the  recom- 
mendation of  the  Planning  Board  in  regard  to  the  regula- 
tion of  trailers  and  mobile  homes  as  published  in  Appen- 
dix B  of  the  Planning  Board  report. 

13.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  raise  and  appro- 
priate the  sum  of  twenty-two  thousand  ($22,000.00)  dol- 
lars for  the  purpose  of  completing  improvements  to  the 
Page  Road  and  Albin  Road,  this  sum  to  be  raised  through 
the  issuance  of  notes  or  bonds  under  and  in  compliance 
through  the  provisions  of  Chapter  83,  Laws  of  1951,  as

As  indicated  by 
the  budget  summary,  a  net  overdraft  of  appropriations  of 
$5,375.39,  less  a  revenue  surplus  of  $1,896.94,  resulted  in 
a  net  budget  deficit  of  $3,378.55.

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for 
the  fiscal  year  ended  December  31,  1957,  made  up  in  ac- 
cordance with  the  uniform  classification  of  accounts,  is 
included.  Proof  of  the  Treasurer's  balance  as  of  Decem- 
ber 31,  1957,  is  indicated. 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 

The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged 
with    the    custody,    receipt    and    disbursement    of    public 
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funds  were  examined  and  audited.  Vouchers  and  can- 
celled checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and 
payrolls  as  well  as  entries  in  the  books  of  record.  Receipts 
were  checked  by  source  insofar  as  possible  and  totals  of 
receipts  and  expenditures  verified.  Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances 
made  from  statements  obtained  from  depository  banks. 
Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by  mailing 
notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Col- 
lector's records.

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Forest  Fire  Prevention  is  Everybody's  Business 

New  Hampshire  faces  a  continuing  challenge  in  its 
forest  fire  problem  — -  97  percent  of  all  our  forest  fires 
being  man-caused  and  preventable  —  a  serious  indictment 
of  interest  in  our  own  welfare  and  that  of  our  neighbor. 
Both  the  State  and  the  towns  are  striving  diligently  to 
effectively  meet  the  challenge  through  education  of  the 
public  to  the  threat  fire  presents  to  our  woodlands ;  by 
maintaining  a  well  trained  corps  of  wardens  and  deputy 
wardens  in  every  community  and  by  providing  ample 
opportunity  for  all  who  wish  to  dispose  of  unwanted  waste 
materials.  Careless  and  perverseness,  however,  continue 
to  be  the  big  hurdles. 

Thoughtlessly  discarded  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  from  moving  vehicles,  by  hikers,  hunters  and 
fishermen ;  careless  burning  of  debris  during  hazardous 
periods  in  dangerous  locations ;  illegal  burning ;  im- 
properly extinguished  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires  —  all 
result  in  serious  loss  of  property,  disruption  of  industry 
and  farm  work  and  unnecessary  expenditure  of  town 
and  state  funds. 

To  meet  the  challenge  successfully,the  state,  your  com- 
munity and  your  local  forest  fire  warden  need  YOUR 
thoughtful  and  cooperative  effort  —  The  rules  are  simple. 

1.  Don't  burn  at  home  —  use  your  town  dump  and 
avoid  all  fire  problems. 

2.  If  you  do  burn,  be  sure  to  secure  a  written  permit 
from  your  local  forest  fire  warden  when  the  ground 
is  not  covered  with  snow.  Permits  are  required  for 
open  debris  fires,  home  incinerators,  outdoor  fire 
places  and  camp  fires.  Your  warden  is  instructed 
to  permit  burning  if  weather  conditions,  site  and 
type  of  burning  are  safe. 

3.  Be  sure  that  all  lighted  material  —  cigars,  cigarettes 
and  matches  —  are  completely  out  before  discarding 
them.    Use  ash  trays  in  automobiles. 
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4.  Make  certain  that  your  debris,  camp  and  cook  fires 
are  completely  out  before  leaving  them. 

5.  Insist  that  others  be  careful  and  comply  with  burn- 
ing requirements. 

6.  Call  the  warden  promptly  when  fire  is  detected  and 
aid  him  to  extinguish  it. 

Remember  —  the  fire  you  prevent  might  be  the  one 
which  could  burn  YOUR  property.

REPORT  OF  THE  BOW  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


TO  REPORT  A  FIRE,  CALL  5-6011 

For  information  or  any  other  calls,  Call  4-1810 

Once  again  this  year  we  draped  our  Fire  Station  in 
mourning  because  of  the  untimely  death  in  July  of  our 
Brother  Fireman,  C.  Otis  Welch.  He  was  one  of  the 
charter  members  of  the  Department  and  rose  up  through 
the  ranks  to  the  position  of  Second  Deputy  Chief.  At 
the  time  of  his  death  he  was  in  charge  of  Communications 
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in  both  the  Fire  Department  and  the  Civilian  Defense 
Organization.  A  good  worker,  well  liked  and  respected 
by  all  and  a  man  hard  to  replace.  We  all  miss  him. 

We  are  now  in  our  new  Fire  Station  in  our  corner  of 
the  Community  Building,  and  it  is  wonderful.  Plenty 
of  room  to  work  and  drill  in.  A  warm  place  to  return  to 
after  a  fire,  paticularly  appreciated  Avhen  the  tempera- 
ture outside  is  down  below  freezing. 

During  1957  your  Fire  Department  answered  36  alarms. 
We  had  6  chimney  fires,  2  flooded  oil  burners,  1  car  and 
2  truck  fires,  8  brush  and  grass  fires,  3  house  fires,  2 
chicken  houses  and  1  electric  light  pole  fires,  1  call  for 
the  resuscitator  and  1  false  alarm.  We  made  five  runs  to 
Concord  on  brush  fires  or  to  cover  in  at  the  Central  Sta- 
tion. We  sent  the  Tank  Truck  and  four  separate  crews  to 
the  big  Pembroke  Forest  Fire.  We  helped  fight  a  brush 
fire  in  Dunbarton  and  one  in  Hooksett.  We  called  for 
the  Concord  Tanker  on  the  Leary  House  fire  on  Brown 
Hill. 

The  gross  fire  loss  for  the  year  was  $7,101.00.  The  in- 
surance paid  $7,036.00,  leaving  a  net  loss  of  $65.00. 

Our  new  equipment  purchased  with  Town  funds  in- 
clude a  2V>  inch  combination  solid  stream  and  fog  nozzle, 
100  feet  of  2x/2  inch  hose,  a  71/o  horse  power  siren  and  a 
hose  drier. 

Captain  Earl  Lamora  donated  a  new  Flag  Pole,  which 
the  men  of  the  Fire  Department  erected  in  front  of  the 
new  Community  Building.  Robert  "Digger"  Day  donated 
the  excavation  for  the  pole  and  Mrs.  Agnes  Vaughn  gave 
us  a  new  flag. 

From  the  Civilian  Headquarters  in  Concord,  we  were 
able  to  obtain  without  cost  to  the  Town,  an  18.75  KVA 
Generating  Plant  which  we  are  installing  in  the  cellar  of 
the  Community  Building.  It  is  large  enough  to  supply 
emergency  electric  power  for  the  whole  building. 

With  the  Department's  funds  we  purchased  two  Mobile 
Radios,  one  for  the  Chief's  truck  and  one  for  the  First 
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Deputy  Chief's  car.  We  tiled  the  floor  and  ceiling  of  the 
Fire  Alarm  Room.  Both  trucks  were  lettered,  a  fine  job 
done  by  Mr.  Robert  Garvin,  formerly  of  Bow.  We  had 
the  new  siren  set  up  on  top  of  a  ten  foot  tower  donated 
by  Captain  Carl  Evans  who  also  gave  us  and  installed 
with  the  help  of  his  son,  Ira,  an  85  foot  Radio  Tower  and 
Antenna  on  top  of  the  Fire  Station. 

We  built  new  hose  racks  and  shelves  for  the  storage  of 
hose  and  other  fire  equipment.  Purchased  a  two  burner 
electric  plate  for  the  kitchen.  Built  a  counter  in  the 
Alarm  Room  for  the  radio  equipment  and  telephone  and 
a  work  bench  on  one  side  of  the  equipment  room.  Under 
the  direction  of  William  W.  Colby  we  purchased  and  put 
on  over  $650.00  worth  of  paint  in  the  new  building  with 
some  painting  still  to  be  done.  All  in  all  we  have  spent 
over  $1,500.00  this  year  on  the  new  building  in  addition 
to  the  $2,500.00  that  we  turned  over  to  the  town  last  year 
for  construction  purposes.  A  group  of  the  firemen  under 
William  Dandy  extended  the  Fire  Alarm  Line  from  the 
Mills  to  the  new  station.  Another  group  under  Lt.  Chip 
Bailey  built  and  installed  a  large  illuminated  street  direc- 
tory on  the  front  of  the  Station  which  shows  the  kind  and 
location  of  the  fires,  so  that  the  firemen  do  not  have  to 
stop  in  at  the  Station  for  that  information. 

To  our  Ladies'  Auxiliary  we  again  extend  our  thanks 
for  their  help  and  particularly  for  the  lunches  at  the  fires.

REPORT  OF  THE  LADIES  AUXILIARY  TO  THE 
BOW  VOLUNTEER  FIRE  DEPARTMENT 

To  the  Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Bow  Volunteer  Fire 
Department  the  year  1957-1958  has  seen  a  dream  come 
true  with  the  erection  of  the  new  Community  Building 
where  we  can  now  have  our  own  meeting  room  and 
kitchen. 

The  meetings  are  held  at  8  :00  p.  m.  the  first  Thursday 
of  each  month  with  the  exception  of  July  and  August. 
We  have  20  active  members  and  15  inactive. 

With  the  money  which  had  been  saved  in  the  building 
fund,  we  were  able  to  purchase  a  large  gas  range  and 
two  stainless  steel  sinks  for  our  new  kitchen.  Additional 
dishes,  silverware  and  cooking  utensils  have  been  bought 
to  make  our  kitchen  an  ideal  place  in  which  to  work. 

Thanks  to  several  of  the  men  who  did  the  painting,  our 
kitchen  and  meeting  room  are  very  attractive  with  white 
ceilings,  green  and  yellow  walls  and  green  inlaid  on  the 
floors. 
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Several  members  of  the  Auxiliary  have  donated  furni- 
ture for  the  meeting  room  and  25  new  folding  chairs  and 
8  card  tables  have  been  purchased. 

We  now  have  in  our  building  fund  $402.45  and  $175.37 
in  our  general  fund.  These  funds  are  increased  through 
the  efforts  of  the  members  each  year.  We  have  held  card 
parties  each  week  and  some  of  our  members  sold  re- 
freshments at  one  of  the  dances.  Suppers  have  been  pre- 
pared and  served  to  the  N.  H.  Fire  Chiefs  and  also  the 
N.  H.  Fire  Wardens. 

The  Sunshine  Committee  has  sent  cards  to  the  sick  and 
bereaved  members  and  remembered  several  of  the  shut- 
ins  at  Christmas. 

The  Emergency  Lunch  Committee  has  served  coffee 
and  food  to  the  firemen  at  several  fires  this  year. 

A  Community  Halloween  Party  was  held  Avith  the 
Auxiliary  in  charge. 

Although  our  main  object  is  to  earn  money,  it  is  not 
all  work  and  no  play.  There  are  lots  of  good  times  after 
our  business  meetings  each  month.  We  have  had  games, 
movies  and  a  kitchen  shower  and  also  entertained  the 
Ladies'  Auxiliary  of  the  Weare  Fire  Department. 

Each  year  we  have  our  annual  banquet  and  at  Christ- 
mas we  have  a  party  which  is  enjoyed  by  all. 

Our  dues  are  still  only  50  cents  a  year  and  new  mem- 
bers are  always  welcome  and  we  hope  the  women  of  Bow 
will  join  us  in  1958  as  there  is  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
in  knowing  that  the  Fire  Department  needs  our  help.

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BOW  PLANNING  BOARD 


The  Bow  Planning  Board  continued  its  policy  of  close 
cooperation  with  the  Selectmen  and  other  town  agencies 
during  the  year  1957-58. 

The  survey  and  lotting  of  the  Evans  cemetery  was  com- 
pleted and  the  plot  plan  as  of  date  of  completion  was  tiled 
with  the  Selectmen.  The  Board  counseled  with  the  Select- 
men as  to  desirability  of  establishment  of  definite  policies 
as  to  fees  and  charges  for  cemetery  lots  and  services  and 
concurred  in  the  physical  improvement  of  cemeteries 
accomplished  during  the  year. 

Extensive  consideration  was  given  at  successive  meet- 
ings during  the  year  to  proposed  changes  in  the  Zoning 
Ordinance  including  possible  desirability  of  establishing 
a  new  retail  trade  area.  This  was  still  under  consideration 
at  the  end  of  the  year. 

In  January  1958  the  Board  recommended  extension  of 
the  industrial  area  and  establishment  of  districts  for  the 
location  of  mobile  homes  and  trailer  parks  and  the  regula- 
tion of  use  of  these  types  of  residential  units  and  called 
a  public  hearing  on  the  recommendations  for  February  3, 
1958  at  the  Community  Building. 

Progress  was  made  during  the  year  on  the  accumulation 
of  data  essential  to  production  of  a  town  highway  map 
showing  width  of  rights  of  way,  status  of  surfacing,  legal 
responsibility  for  maintenance  and  hopes  to  complete  this 
project  in  1958-59. 

Extended  consideration  was  given  to  probable  long 
range  effects  of  establishment  of  the  new  Public  Service 
Company  plant  in  Bow  and  these  discussions  had  their 
effect  on  recommended  changes  in  the  Zoning  Ordinance. 

The  Board  voted  to  advise  Bow  members  of  the  Board 
of  Trustees  of  Concord  Hospital  that  it  felt  the  trustees 
should  consider  the  feasibility  of  establishing  an  am- 
bulance service  to  serve  the  towns  contributing  to  hospi- 
tal support. 
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The  Secretary  of  the  Board  attended  the  10-weeks 
seminar  on  community  planning  and  zoning  sponsored 
jointly  by  The  New  Hampshire  Planning  and  Zoning 
Association,  of  which  the  town  is  a  member ;  the  state 
Planning  and  Development  Commission  and  the  Uni- 
versity of  New  Hampshire. 

A  map  of  the  Merrimack  Valley  Region,  showing 
graphically,  the  changes  in  population  in  this  area  from 
1950  through  1956  was  prepared  and  delivered  to  the 
Selectmen  for  public  display. 

The  Board  held  14  formal  meetings  during  the  year 
and  several  meetings  in  conjunction  Avith  other  town 
agencies. 

The  Planning  Board  recommends  amendments  to  the 
Zoning  Ordinance  and  Building  Code  of  the  Town  of  Bow 
as  appears  in  Appendix  A  and  Appendix  B  attached 
hereto  and  as  appears  on  Zoning  Map  A  and  Zoning 
Map  B,  both  dated  February  1,  1958,  and  both  of  which 
are  on  file  with  the  town  clerk.

Appendix  A 

Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Bow 
(1955)  by  establishing  a  new  Industrial  District  as  shown 
on  Zoning  Map  A,  Town  of  Bow,  dated  February  1,  1958 
and  on  file  with  the  town  clerk. 

Appendix  B 

Amend  the  Zoning  Ordinance  of  the  Town  of  Bow 
(1955)  by  inserting  a  new  section  entitled  Article  X-A 
to  read  as  follows : 
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MOBILE  HOMES  AND  TRAILERS 

Definitions 

A  trailer  or  trailer  coach  means  any  vehicle  or  similar 
portable  structure  having  no  foundation  other  than 
wheels,  jacks  or  skirting,  and  having  none  of  the  follow- 
ing :  running  water,  sanitary  facilities,  bath  facilities  and 
toilet. 

A  mobile  home  is  a  home  which  is  mobile,  a  unit  similar 
to  a  trailer.  It  is  equipped  with  running  water  and  sani- 
tary facilities,  bath  facilities  and  toilet. 

A  trailer  or  mobile  home  park  means  a  plot  of  ground 
or  land  upon  which  two  or  more  trailer  coaches,  or  mobile 
homes,  occupied  for  dwelling  or  sleeping  purposes  are 
located,  regardless  of  whether  or  not  a  charge  is  made 
for  such  accommodations. 


Park  Districts 

Mobile  home  or  trailer  parks  may  be  established  in  the 
districts  shown  on  Zoning  Map  B  —  Town  of  Bow  — 
filed  with  the  town  clerk  and  dated  February  1,  1958, 
provided  that  they  are  300  feet  distant  from  the  nearest 
dwelling  at  time  of  establishment  and  further  provided 
that : 

A.  Each  mobile  home  or  trailer  space  shall  contain  a 
minimum  of  3200  square  feet;  shall  be  at  least  40  feet 
wide ;  and  shall  abut  on  a  roadway  of  not  less  than  40  feet, 
if  off  street  parking  is  provided,  otherwise  50  feet.  Such 
spaces  shall  be  clearly  defined,  and  mobile  homes  or 
trailers  shall  be  parked  in  such  spaces  so  that  there  will 
be  a  minimum  of  25  feet  between  trailers  and  mobile 
homes  and  so  that  no  trailer  or  mobile  home  will  be  less 
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than  10  feet  from  the  exterior  boundary  of  the  park  and 
will  be  less  than  300  feet  from  a  public  road. 

B.  In  all  trailer  and  mobile  home  parks  roadways  shall 
be  well  drained,  gravelled,  hard  surfaced  or  paved  and 
maintained  in  good  condition  and  be  lighted  at  night. 

C.  Areas  shall  be  provided  for  the  parking  of  motor 
vehicles.  Such  areas  shall  accommodate  at  least  the  num- 
ber of  vehicles  equal  to  the  number  of  trailer  or  mobile 
home  spaces  provided. 

D.  Existing  sanitary  regulations  relative  to  mobile 
home  and  trailer  parks  as  promulgated  by  the  state  board 
of  health  under  authority  of  Chapter  147  Revised  Statutes 
Annotated  of  the  State  of  New  Hampshirea  re  adhered  to. 

Mobile  homes  or  trailers  may  be  located  only  in  the 
mobile  home  and  trailer  park  districts  established  herein 
and  may  be  offered  for  sale  therein,  except  as  otherwise 
provided  herein. 

Storage  or  Parking: 

Upon  application  to  the  Building  Inspector  a  permit 
may  be  issued  for  the  storage  or  parking  of  trailers  or 
mobile  homes  not  used  as  residences  in  the  agricultural 
district  except  that  when  an  objection  on  account  of 
such  storage  or  parking  of  trailers  or  mobile  homes  is 
raised  by  a  majority  of  the  families  residing  or  owning 
property  within  1,000  feet  of  the  storage  or  parking  site 
in  question,  the  Board  of  Adjustment  shall  hold  a  public 
hearing  to  receive  the  evidence  on  both  sides  and  shall 
have  the  authority  to  decide  whether  the  permit  shall 
be  issued  or  not. 

Temporary  Location 

During  periods  of  construction  of  permanent  homes  in 
the  residential,   residential-agricultural   and   agricultural 
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districts,  mobile  homes  or  trailers  may  be  located,  for  a 
period  not  to  exceed  six  months,  on  lots  as  defined  in 
Articles  III  and  IV  of  the  Zoning  Ordinance  and  under 
the  conditions  and  provisions  described  therein  when  a 
special  permit  authorizing  such  location  has  been  issued 
by  the  Inspector  of  Buildings.  When  evidence  of  satis- 
factory progress  toward  construction  of  a  permanent 
dwelling  has  been  submitted,  the  Board  of  Adjustment 
may  approve  extension  of  such  permit  by  the  Inspector 
of  Buildings  for  one  additional  period  not  to  exceed  three 
months. 
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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  BAKER  FREE  LIBRARY 


"Libraries  are  not  made ;  they  grow."  These  words  cer- 
tainly apply  to  the  Baker  Free  Library  for  the  year  of 
1957.  The  trustees,  the  librarian,  her  assistants,  Mrs. 
Virginia  Brown  and  Mrs.  Helen  Robinson  report  a  very 
busy  and  successful  year. 

Our  circulation  has  increased  by  leaps  and  bounds.  A 
total  of  11,473  books  and  magazines  were  borrowed,  an  in- 
crease of  2,796  over  previous  year.  One  hundred  and 
fifteen  adults  and  205  children  and  young  people  have 
used  the  library.  Mrs.  Downing  and  Mrs.  Mulligan  have 
brought  their  grades  to  the  library  regularly,  weather 
permitting.  However,  the  rest  of  the  school,  especially 
the  bus  pupils,  have  not  been  allowed  to  come.  This 
should  be  remedied.  Some  ways  and  means  to  allow 
more  use  of  the  library  by  the  school  children  should 
be  arranged. 

Your  staff  has  been  engaged  this  year  in  many  activi- 
ties. In  the  spring  Mrs.  Brown  and  I  attended  the  N.  H. 
Library  Association  meeting  at  the  Highway  Hotel.  I 
attended  another  meeting  in  Newport  in  the  fall.  These 
meetings  are  very  worthwhile.  It  is  stimulating  to  hear 
problems  discussed,  the  latest  books  reviewed  and  dis- 
played, and  meet  other  librarians  socially.  In  June,  Bow 
held  a  neighborhood  meeting  at  the  library.  Dunbarton 
and  Bedford  attended.  Tea  was  served  by  the  trustees' 
wives.  In  November,  three  of  the  trustees,  Mrs.  Vir- 
ginia Brown  and  myself,  attended  another  neighborhood 
meeting  in  Bedford.  Miss  Stroud  of  the  N.  H.  Extension 
Service  was  the  speaker.  We  all  felt  that  it  was  a  most 
worthwhile  meeting. 

By  request,  Mrs.  Rachel  Sanborn  of  the  Exeter  branch 
of  the  State  Extension  Service  spent  a  forenoon  teaching 
us  how  to  mend  books  and  demonstrated  the  latest  ma- 
terials to  be  used.     This  was  a  wonderful   session  and, 
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with  enthusiasm,  Mrs.  Helen  Robinson  has  taken  charge 
of  the  book  mending-.  She  is  also  in  charge  of  displays. 
Every  month  our  screen  and  bulletin  board  has  a  change 
of  theme ;  of  course  books  are  tied  in  with  them.  We 
have  a  large  collection  of  pictures,  all  mounted,  on  all 
subjects  for  use  in  the  school.  At  Christmas  80  pictures 
were  borrowed,  and  at  present,  pictures  showing  different 
ways  of  transportation.  Also,  we  co-operated  with  the 
Bow  Methodist  Bible  Vacation  School,  furnishing  many 
books. 

The  Baker  Free  Library  is  open  Wednesday  and  Satur- 
day afternoons  from  2  :00  to  5  :00.  From  July  1  to  Labor 
Day  the  hours  are  Wednesday  afternoon  from  2 :00  to 
5  :00  and  Friday  evening  from  7  :00  to  10  :00. 

During  the  coming  year  we  hope  to  serve  old  friends 
and  new  readers.  We  are  continually  adding  to  the  book 
collections  for  adults  and  children.  At  all  times  we  would 
like  to  hear  your  ideas  and  suggestions  for  better  service ; 
also,  your  likes  and  dislikes  in  book  selection.  Baker 
Free  Library  is  your  library  and  there  can  be  found  the 
books  that  say  — 

"A  good  book  is  the  best  of  friends,  the  same  today  and 
forever."

13.  To  see  if  the  district  will  vote  to  accept  the  services 
of  a  helping  teacher  for  Supervisory  Union  No.  19,  in  ac- 
cordance with  RSA  Chapter  189,  Sections  44  and  47,  as 
amended  by  Chapter  338,  Laws  of  1955,  and  Chapter  320, 
Laws  of  1957  and  to  share  in  the  salary  and  travel  with 
the  other  districts  in  the  Union  for  that  portion  of  salary 
and  travel  in  excess  of  the  $2,500  to  be  received  annually 
from  the  State  Treasurer. 

14.  To  transact  any  other  business  that  may  legally 
come  before  said  meeting.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  Citizens  of  Bow : 

Enrollments 

The  current  school  year  opened  with  approximately  the 
same  total  enrollment  as  in  September  1956.  The  coming 
year  will  show  a  slight  increase,  for  the  present  Grade  8 
is  smaller  than  the  incoming  Grade  1.  However,  no  prob- 
lem as  to  teacher  load  is  anticipated. 

Teaching  Staff 

We  all  regret  the  resignations  of  Mrs.  Madelaine  Hyde 
(Grade  7),  Miss  Joyce  Philbrick  (Grade  1)  and  Mrs. 
Juanita  Melton  (Grade  2)  as  of  June  1957,  for  all  three 
were  unusually  fine  teachers.  We  feel,  however,  that  we 
were  fortunate  in  securing  the  services  of  Mr.  and  Mrs. 
Edward  Briggs  (recent  graduates  of  Keene  Teachers  Col- 
lege) and  Mrs.  Doris  Palmer,  who  had  previously  taught 
in  Hanover.  I  trust  that  we  may  continue  to  secure  and 
retain  competent  teachers,  for  constant  change  in  a 
teaching  staff  is  not  conducive  to  the  building  of  a  pro- 
gressively better  school  program. 

1958-59  Budget 

The  proposed  budget  of  the  School  Board  for  considera- 
tion at  the  School  District  Meeting  is  an  increase  of  ap- 
proximately 5%  in  the  gross  budget,  and  increase  in  the 
tax  levy  of  4%.  The  increases  are  principally  in  "Tuition" 
and  'Teachers'  Salaries". 

Tuition  costs  will  be  slightly  higher  than  a  year  ago 
because  of  increases  in  tuition  rates  at  Concord  and  Man- 
chester High  Schools.  (We  do  not  anticipate  that  there 
will  be  any  change  in  the  total  number  of  tuition  pupils.) 
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As  mentioned  above,  the  budget  provides  for  increases 
in  teachers'  salaries.  Each  year  the  salaries  of  beginning 
teachers  continue  to  rise,  and  it  seems  only  just  and  right 
that  the  salaries  of  the  established  teachers  be  increased 
accordingly. 

Many  School  Boards  in  this  area  have  followed  a  salary 
schedule  in  determining  teachers'  salaries,  giving  recog- 
nition to  training,  experience,  and  successful  perform- 
ance. The  Bow  Board  has  given  considerable  thought  to 
a  proposed  schedule,  and  the  salary  budget  item  reflects 
their  collective  thinking.  I  feel  that  if  we  are  to  have 
a  systematic  schedule  in  salaries,  we  will  be  able  to  attract 
and  retain  successful  teachers. 

The  proposed  budget  also  provides  a  sum  of  money  for 
remedial  work  in  our  several  grades.  Scattered  through 
our  intermediate  and  upper  grades  are  pupils  who  are 
experiencing  difficulty  in  reading,  and  these  difficulties 
cannot  be  successfully  corrected  in  the  regular  class  work. 
We  strongly  feel  that  if  we  could  secure  the  services  of  a 
qualified  and  experienced  teacher  to  work  with  these 
pupils  several  times  each  week,  much  could  be  accom- 
plished.
